The plant is 
expected to have a monthly capacity of 
about 3,000,000 sq. ft. of plywood.

L. G. Moody, Malvern, Ark., dur- 
ing the past summer has been op- 
erating a sawmill on the Ouachita 
River near Saginaw, Ark., using logs 
which were dumped into the river 
many years ago. The logs are sink- 
ers. Mr. Moody has salvaged some 
100,000 feet this past summer. The 
mill which put in the logs cut out in 
1909, and the sinkers were left in the 
river.

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KIDDERS 
by Stewart Holbrook 


During what some future historian will 
refer to as the Skidder Era in the North- 
west, A. B. McGuire was pretty much 
up in the air. For more than two decades 
he climbed and rigged the steel towers 
made by the Lidgerwood people. The 
skidders have passed and McGuire is 
long since on the ground. He is now run- 
ning the woods for the Northwest Door 
Company’s logging operations at Pack- 
wood, Washington. 

Like many another successful boss- 
logger, Mac started his career blowing 
whistles on a ground-lead show. This 
was at the Benson Timber Company’s 
camp out of Clatskanie, Oregon. He was 
almost twelve years old. He was not 
much older when he and another young 
logger deliberately set out to discover 
how many different outfits they could 
work for in a calendar month. The experi- 
ment netted nineteen camps, scattered 
between the Columbia River and the 
Canadian border. McGuire also got in 
a session of pine logging at Algoma, 
Oregon, and a hitch in the redwoods for 
Hammond. In his travels he worked 
briefly at what must have been a unique 
campeon Lake Washington: the fare from 
the Seattle skidroad to camp was five 
cents, by trolley. The labor turnover 
there was considerable. 

After his short-stake period, McGuire 
settled down as a skidder man. His elder 
brother was already a skidder specialist 
who had installed the first Lidgerwood 
towers used in California and Washing- 
ton. Mac himself rigged the first steel 
skidder in Oregon, at the C. H. Wheeler 
camp on the Tillamook Line. The 
Wheeler camp hada reputation for being 
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A. B. McGuire, superintendent of the Northwest Door Company’s logging opera- 
tions at Packwood, Washington. McGuire started logging when he was twelve years 
old, joined a score of different outfits, became a skidder, fell from a tower and 
broke his neck, then became a boss-logger at ground level where he works today. 


somewhat eager, a real highball layout. 
In any case, the urgency there was such 
that, while Mac was ’way up there in the 
tower, the donkey engine r’ared rugged- 
like, and down came the tower and ev- 
erything else with it, including McGuire. 
Not only several bones, but the McGuire 
neck was broken. 

Out of the hospital, months later, 
McGuire picked up where he left off, rig- 
ging and running skidders for St. Paul & 
Tacoma, for Weyerhaeuser, and other 
companies. He neither deploresnor cheers 
the passing of the steel tower skidders. 
“You accept technological changes,”’ he 
says, “‘as youdothe weather.” He appears 
to have done well at ground level, first as 
camp foreman for several big outfits, and 
now as superintendent at Packwood. He 
is a quiet-spoken man of medium height 
and build. He reads a good deal, and this 
probably accounts for an education well 
beyond what he got in high school, which 
he attended between terms of logging.

John W. Blodgett, Sr., 91 year old lumberman and philanthropist, died Nov. 
22 at his home in Grand Rapids, Mich. He was engaged in timber and lumber busi- 
ness all his life, starting in the Lake States, later in the South and on Pacific Coast. 
Long a noted conservationist, he gave to Oregon State College a tract of timber for 
forest experimental purposes, and is noted for never allowing any of his acreage to go 
tax delinquent irrespective of its value. He was chairman of Blodgett Co., Ltd.; Wright- 
Blodgett Co., Ltd.; Hill-Davis Co., Ltd.; president of Michigan-California Lumber Co. 
of Camino, Calif., and director of a number of other corporations. Survivors are son, 
John Wood Blodgett, Jr., of Grand Rapids and Portland; daughter, Mrs. Morris Had- 
ley, New York, and seven grandchildren. 


Simpson Logging Co., Shelton, Wash., has acquired the Everett Pulp & Paper 
Co., of Lowell, Wash., according to an announcement made late in November. The 
paper company was established in 1891. Simpson Logging Co., started in 1895, oper- 
ates a logging camp, sawmill, fibre plant, plywood plant and door factory and will now 
round out its activities by having a pulp and paper mill. It was announced that A. B. 
Moody will remain as manager of the Everett plant. Announcement of the deal was 
made jointly by W. G. Reed, chairman of Simpson’s board and W. M. Jenkins, presi- 


dent Everett Trust & Savings Bank, representing the pulp and paper company’s stock- 
holders. 


A group of Southern lumbermen, directors of the National Lumber Manufac- 
turers, spent a few days in the Northwest recently en route to the National’s annual 
convention at San Francisco. Corydon Wagner, of the St. Paul & Tacoma Lumber 
Co., Tacoma, president of the National invited the southern millmen to come via the 
northwest. They stopped at Spokane where they were entertained by western pine 
producers. They visited Lewiston; then were met in Seattle and taken in a bus to 
Tacoma where they were entertained by Douglas fir producers and where they vis- 
ited some mills. They then went to Longview for further mill visits and thence to 
Klamath Falls from which point they ent ained for San Francisco.

The addition lies adjacent to Masonite’s timber property 
purchased several years ago from the Southern Pacific Land Company. Standish and 
Hickey, with their associates, acquired the property between 1906 and 1930. 


Sudden & Christensen, Inc., long engaged in the shipping and waterborne lum- 
ber business has announced that it is retiring from the shipping business and will here- 
after confine its activities to its lumber marketing activities. 





A guaranteed work program has been introduced in the woods of Vancouver 
Island by Olympic Forest Products, headed by H. J. Welch, whereby each of his 30 
employees is promised a minimum of 200 working days annually, paid at the current 
union scale. “Logging is one of our most important industries, but its labor turnover 
is one of the worst,” says Mr. Welch, who is a member of the provincial legislature.

Rising from a disastrous fire 
in March, 1949, the wirebound box 
plant of Crosby Forest Products Co., 
Picayune, Miss., is an up-to-date in- 
dustrial establishment that is tops in 
materials handling and modern in 
production equipment. It possesses 
an alert, experienced management 
supervising the production of a wide 
range of food packing and industrial 
shipping boxes. 

Originating as a sawmill business 
in 1916 under the leadership of the 
late L. O. Crosby, a Southern Pine 
Association past-president and noted 
figure in the industry, the company 
ranks among the state’s largest, with 
a $2,000,000 payroll under L. O. 
Crosby, Jr., twice the size of the 
olden days. This has come about in 
a transition from straight lumber 
production to manufacturing of many 
finished items with resultant in- 


creased opportunity for employment. 

Now the two sided circular head- 
rig sawmill produces lumber only 
for the planer-rework plant and into 
boxes. Logs are purchased. The 
800-M feet of lumber each month 
passing across the green chain is 
handled in an entirely paved 105,300 
square foot yard. Ross equipment 
carries the lumber from one point to 
another until final deposit on the 
170-foot sorting chain in the planing 
mill. This is equipped with five 
strands of Link-Belt H-130 malle- 
able iron roof top chain. The instal- 
lation includes the Link-Belt her- 
ring bone gear and “RC” precision 
steel roller chain drive, all furnished 
through R. J. Tricon Co. New 
Orleans 

Fhe lumber is worked in the plan- 
er mill with the latest in equipment. 
Part of the installation includes two 


lines of Mereen-Johnson equipment 
for economical production of high 
quality cleats and battens for two 
sizes of box frames. These were ac- 
quired through W. J. Trosclair (New 
Orleans). This Mereen-Johnson 
equipment includes three cleat rips 
that work with two tenoners and one 
equalizer. 

Fine equipment also includes two 
S. A. Woods Machine Co. No. 412-M 
matcher-planers; A Yates-American 
G-77 heavy rip saw, a Yates sur- 
facer, a Yates G-44 cut-off saw (two 
double and single); two double Mer- 
shon resaws; an Oliver Machinery 
Co. jig saw. Lumber received in the 
planer mill is raised in grade, either 
by ripping or by cutting back around 
defects.

feet. Cores are shipped to Masonite 
Co., plant at Laurell, Miss., as wall- 
board raw material. The company 
staff is proud of an ability to say a 
tree felled in the forest in the morn- 
ing may be shipped out as wire- 
bound boxes at that night’s loading. 

Finished veneer is moved by any 
of four 7500# capacity Clark fork 
trucks either into a million foot ca- 
pacity veneer storage shed or else 
direct to the box plant. All materials 
are moved on pallets. The veneer 
mill produces 40-M feet BM aver- 
age per day. Coe drier temperatures 
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may range from around 50-F on 
green end to 250-F on the dry end. 
A photograph taken when 5/16th- 
inch stock was going through found 
the dry end temperature at 315-F. 


The stitcher shed has six produc- 
ing lines from Stapling Machine Co., 
each capable of producing a carload 
of boxes in 8 hours. The equipment 
includes five B. F. Blank machines, 
five Rock fasteners, one top and base 
machine. Other machinery includes 
two Greenlee boring machines, one 
Morgan nailer, two Hooper box 
printer machines, and two Waycross 
knife cutting veneer sizers. The 
plant’s concrete floor is railroad car 
door level. The railroad spur is in- 
side, providing weather-proof load- 
ing of seven cars before switching 
is required. The boxes are Acme 
steel strapped before loading. 


An essential for good woodwork- 
ing operations is a tight blower sys- 
tem, which is to be found at Crosby’s. 
A General Electric motor driven 
blower carries the sawdust 900 feet 
to the boiler fuel house. Waste 
heavier than sawdust is fed to a 24- 
knife Mitts & Merrill hog. These are 
driven by Westinghouse motors. All 
conveyor equipment is from Link- 
Belt. Every installation of equip- 
ment is driven by separate electric 
motor, the majority of these motors 
are General Electric. 


The entire layout of Crosby For- 
est Products Co. occupies very spa- 
cious fence protected grounds. These 
are maintained in an attractive con- 
dition, with improved roads, and 
surfaced runways connecting the 
buildings. All these have concrete 
floors. They are of steel construction 
and sprinkled throughout. A 100- 
foot high 100,000-gallon water tank

Permanent Management Plan. 


The Boise-Payette Lumber 

Co., formed some 35 years ago with 
the consolidation of Barber Lumber 
Co. and Payette Lumber & Manu- 
facturing Co., has during the past 
couple of years tailored its woods 
management and manufacturing op- 
erations to fit into a permanent man- 
agement plan. This organization, with 
headquarters at Boise, Ida., sawmill 
at Council, and sawmill and reman- 
ufacturing plant at Emmett, is pri- 
marily a distributor of quality build- 
ing merchandise. It distributes to 
150 independent retail yards as well 
as to 90 affiliated yards in Utah, Ida- 
ho, Oregon, Wyoming, and Colorado 
Manufacturing policy has changed 
in that sawmill output comprises ap- 
proximately one-half of total pro- 
duction. The remainder comes from 
the purchase of green, mixed-species 
lumber from small mills in the area 
This operational change necessitated 


considerable modification in lumber 
handling and processing at the Em- 
mett plant. 

The green-lumber purchase pro- 
gram results in (1) contributions to 
the economic stability of the market 
of all operations in the area in which 
Boise-Payette Lumber Co. functions, 
(2) fair prices to the operators of 
small sawmills, (3) giving them a 
quick turnover, (4) bringing techni- 
cal assistance to the small-mill op- 
erator, (5) providing over-all con- 
servation by minimizing mismanu- 
facture 

The B-P program was instituted 
on basis of the economic assumption 
of a long-range forestry program for 
company owned lands; establishing 
an engineering research laboratory; 
and modernization of manufacturing 
and processing facilities 

As now set up, B-P is the econom- 
ic mainspring for a lot of small busi-

nesses—directly to logging contrac- 
tors and trucking companies and to 
the small land owner, who benefit 
through cooperative protection of 
forest lands, sales of harvested forest 
products, grazing, and B-P’s forestry 
education program. Miscellaneous 
small forest products industry man- 
ufacturers are supplied with raw 
product wood from which to make 
their specialty products. Currently 
at least four local remanufacturing 
plants, small organizations making 
shook, moulding, surveyor stakes, 
furniture items, millwork and other 
specialties, receive raw-product 
wood at this prime concentration 
point. 

The previous yearly lumber output 
from company sawmills was cut from 
100 million feet to 50 million, with 
advent of the current program, to 
bring production volume in line with 
the region’s timber availability. Ex-

orders, the entire B-P lumber output 
is dried—85% kiln dried and 15% 
air dried. 

Between the first of May and Sep- 
tember, the Council sawmill produc- 
tion runs strong to 4/4 stock which 
is yard piled for air drying. During 
the rest of the year 8/4 boards and 
4” cants are cut here. Both the green 
and air-dried stock goes to the Em- 
mett operations for additional proc- 
essing and shipping. The Council 
mill cuts 50M per day on one-shift 
basis. 

The Emmett sawmill, operating 3 
single-cut band headrigs and a band 
resaw, formerly operated on 2-shift 
basis and shut down through the 
winter months. Now except for a 2- 
week maintenance period this mill 
has been operating throughout the 
year on a one-shift basis. 


The Program 


How the present program was ac- 
complished: 

1. Starting early in the logging 
season the logs are now decked at 
the two plants—as of November 1, 
last year 11 million feet of logs were 
decked at the two mills. 

2. A hot pond covering about an 
acre was provided at the Emmett log 
pond for keeping logs from freezing 
and for thawing out the logs frozen 
before entering the hot-pond area. 
A flat-hoom with a barrier, built of 
4-ft. 2x6’s nailed vertically to side 
of the boom encircles the hot-water 
discharge from the turbine, thus im- 
pounding the heated water suffi- 
ciently to effectively accomplish the 
purpose.

provided to keep boilers properly 
fired over any period which the mill 
is idle, or when the plant operations 
are slowed to the extent that re- 
sultant by-products are not obtained 
in sufficient quantities to keep the 
boilers properly fited. Storage of re- 
serve fuel was simply facilitated by 
using an Allis-Chalmers HD-5-G 
tractor equipped with interchange- 
able buckets, an A-C 3-yd. sawdust 
bucket and a 1-yd. dirt bucket, and 
a 10-ft. bulldozer blade made by 
Tractomotive Corp., Deerfield, Ill. 

4. Considerable changes involving 
both handling and processing equip- 
ment were made in the Emmett plant 
to facilitate handling the purchased 
lumber. 

5. Heavier facilities had to be in- 
stalled throughout the Emmett plant 
as material handling facilities be- 
came overtaxed during peak periods. 

6. The air-drying yard tract sys- 
tem using horses pulling individual 
loads and hand piling was converted 
to lift truck-lumber carrier trans- 
portation and stacking system. 

7. Organized a system for putting 
out lumber via trucks (in place of 
by rail car) to customers near the 
mill, resulting in distinct advantages 
to the customers. 

8. Modernized the planing mill, in- 
cluding disposing of 4 old planers and 
putting in a new 12-knife 15” Woods 
equipped with hoist. Six planers are 
now operated at the Emmett plant— 
5 Woods and a Yates-American. 
With emphasis on quality lumber 
manufacture, two Irvington smooth- 
end selective trimmers were installed 
behind three first-run planers, thus 
facilitating remanufacture and 
smooth-end trimming. 

9. The dressed-dry shed was 
equipped with Towmotor lift truck 
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to mechanically handle a large part 
of surfaced storage lumber. 

10. Disposed of three old 42” bolster 
carriers and put in two Ross 70 lum- 
ber carriers in planing mill and ship- 
ping department. 

11. Relocated rip saw and changed 
transportation facilities; equipped 
one band rip to do needed ripping, 
dropping lumber back on sorting 
chains or ahead of trimmers for re- 
trimming. 


How Purchased Lumber is Handled 


An extension was built onto the 
sawmill, following the main-floor 
level, of the Emmett sawmill for 
injecting purchased rough-green 
lumber into the plant’s lumber flow. 
This extension, about 20 ft. above 
ground level, is equipped with con- 
veyor chains transporting block-sup- 
ported package lumber units into the 
mill, going either to an electric pow- 
ered worm-drive modified tilt hoist 
or to an hydraulic lift. From the 
former, stock feeds onto trimmer 
chains and the lumber graded as un- 
loaded. This grading is carried on 
as a means of sampling stock ob- 
tained from any particular mill 
From the hydraulic hoist, made in 
the company shop, purchased lum- 
ber—particularly stock to be re- 
sawed—moves rapidly onto trimmer 
chains enroute to the resaw to be 
reduced to 4/4. Stock from the hy- 
draulic lift receives its first grading 
in form of 1” boards at head of green 
chain, where all lumber is graded. 

Both breakdown units can be op- 
erated simultaneously, or either can 
operate singly. 

Purchase lumber, arriving at Em- 
mett plant either by truck or rail, is 
unloaded by Ross lift truck and 
placed in centrally located live-stor- 
age area adjacent to point of entry 
into the sawmill. Ross HT-12H lift 
trucks with special 22-ft. lifts (the 
company has three of this model lift 
trucks) vertically hoist the packaged 
purchase lumber about 21 ft. and 
place it on carrier blocks riding on 
the extension conveyor chains lead- 
ing into the sawmill. 

These three Ross high-lifts hoist 
at rate of 40 f.p.m. and have travel 
speed of 20 m.p.h. 

In one 8-hour shift 140,000 board 
feet of rough-green lumber was in- 
jected into the sawmill production 
flow. Capacity is limited to the 
amount that can be put through the 
trimmer, which will take 36 pieces 
per minute. 

An unusual lumber handling in- 
stallation has gone in at the planing 
mill. A Moore tilt hoist, prime pro-

Lumber Co., Samoa, Calif.; and as 
its vice-president Clyde Corman, 
Weyerhaeuser Timber Co., Long- 
view, Wash. 

The next session of the congress 
likely will be held in San Francisco. 

Attendance at the Victoria con- 
gress was said to have been the sec- 
ond largest in the history of the 
organization. 

The entertainment provided by the 
British Columbia machinery and 
equipment group was the most elab- 
borate since the congress started.

selected; must have cost records. 

Russell Mills, Canadian Forest 
Products Co. Ltd., Vancouver, said 
he felt it was easier in these days to 
plan an operation than was the case 
many years ago. Now, he said, the 
problem, due to multiplicity of 
equipment, is to decide what equip- 
ment is best adapted for the job to be 
done. 

Roy Wagner, Masonite Corp., 
Ukiah, Calif., told of the extensive 
growth studies made prior to the 
laying out of the company’s exten- 
sive read and logging program. 

Robert Conklin, Cascades Ply- 
woods, Lebanon, Ore. said that at 
the risk of being called a heretic, “I 
will say that in my opinion it does 
not pay to plan too accurately for too 
long a period. It’s better in my 
judgment to keep your program 
flexible.” 

Roy Gould, Diamond Lumber Co., 
Glenwood, Ore., said that in the case 
of small operations nothing is quite 
so important as the owner or super- 
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intendent personally getting over the 
operation and then planning accord- 
ingly. He said he favored one lane 
logging roads in small operations. He 
said there is need of a log hauler 
with power on all four wheels which 
can take big loads up adverse grades. 
He said he hoped it would be pos- 
sible to obtain a track loader with a 
higher tower and more drum ca- 
pacity. 

E. C. Rettig, Potlatch Forests said, 
“too long range planning does not 
always work out as expected. Now,” 
he said, “we are working on what 
amounts to a five year plan.” He said 
a development in hauling is the 
transportation of very large loads 
from the woods to highway where 
the loads are divided into smaller 
units. 

Fen Riley, Simpson Logging Co., 
Klamath, Calif., stressed the im- 
portance of proper timing in logging, 
especially as it relates to weather. 

Jack McKercher, MacMillan 
Bloedel Ltd., said road planning now 
is a major factor. He said if an 
operation has enough roads it can 
harvest the various species and 
grades to the best advantage. 

Chas. Dunham, MacMillan Bloedel 
Ltd,, said they plan to build roads 
four years in advance of logging. 

William Berry, California For- 
esteering, Placerville, Calif., in sum- 
ming up the discussion said it is 
possible to have good long time 
planning as well as flexibility and 
that should be the objective. He 
stressed the importance now-a-days 
in planning an operation to take into 
careful consideration the cut over- 
lands.

FALLING AND BUCKING 


Jack Challenger, superintendent of 
the Menzies Bay operation of Mac- 
Millan & Bloedel and one of the 
pioneers in the introduction of the 
power saw to the Pacific Northwest, 
presided at one of the most effec- 
tively presented panel discussions of 
the Congress, devoted to “Falling 
and Bucking” problems, others tak- 
ing part being Henry G. Hansen, 
Canadian Forest Products, John 
Ulinder, Jack Blanchfield and J, A. 
Addison, all of Macmillan & Bloedel; 
Eric Flinton, Comox Logging & Rail- 
way Co., and D. M. Challenger, the 
latter impersonating “Powersaw 
Pete”, the all-too-typical job appli- 
cant who wanted everything in re- 
turn for as little as possible. 

Jack Challenger pointed out that 
now that contract fallers often av- 
eraged over $30 a day the industry 
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should regard their activity as more 
than merely a necessary evil. Ac- 
tually, in spite of the mechanization 
which has progressively taken place 
in the woods, falling and bucking 
still average 15 to 20 percent of the 
production cost of logs at camp, and 
fallers who used to be paid $6.25 a 
day in 1939 compared with the hook- 
tender’s $7.50, today receive $25 to 
the hooktender’s $16 to $17. Obvi- 
ously this is a place where important 
economies can be and have been 
effected. 

“We are today, using one-third 
fewer men for our falling and buck- 
ing than we did 15 years ago, and 
increasing their efficiency by at least 
33% percent,” said Challenger, em- 
phasizing that the change has re- 
sulted largely from the use of power 
saws. 
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A theoretical “Mollihogan Logging 
Co.” with its problem of falling and 
bucking a timber stand under vary- 
ing terraine and other conditions 
was brought into the discussion, and 
members of the panel contributed 
their ideas as to how the problem 
should be met with a view to getting 
maximum output at minimum cost. 

“For a most effective operation for 
power saw gangs”, said Addison, “it 
has been found that an average strip 
should be about 800 to 1000 feet long 
and 400 to 500 feet deep. Ground 
conditions, such as canyons, setting 
limits, hogbacks, creeks, etc., tend to 
vary these measurements. ... We 
should always attempt to fill the 
back end strip first, leaving the 
strips closer to the road to the last. 
The present-day mechanized falling 
and bucking gang should cut about 
an a verage of 13,500 board feet per 
man per day on this (Mollihogan) 
setting.”

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average logging operation, according 
to this panel, equipment and mate- 
rials making up the remaining 12 
percent. The breakdown of the 88 
percent would be: Contract labor, 74 
percent; supervision labor, 9 per- 
cent; maintenance and filing, 5 per- 
cent. 


Eric Flinton emphasized the need 
for creating sound and permanent 
communities with a view to encour- 
aging fallers and buckers to settle 
down close to their job. By employ- 
ing most men locally, the need for 
operating costly cookhouses was re- 
duced. “A home-guard crew is a 
steady crew”, he said, adding that 
safety was furthered by prevention 
of crowding of fallers and rigging in 
the woods, a condition which could 
be effected by having sufficient men 
available through the year to main- 
tain stability of operation. 

After his argument with the re- 
luctant faller, Powersaw Pete, Jack 
Blanchfield urged that more em- 
phasis be put on training more men 
which would lead to less competitive 
bidding. He personally favored the 
apprenticeship system of training 
fallers and buckers and powersaw 
operators. 

John Ulinder praised the bucking 
machine. “No matter how much 
quantity of production we may 
achieve per man a day, we must also 
have quality, and that is where the 
bucking machine really shines”, he 
said. The same speaker stressed the 
importance of safety as bullbucker’s 
responsibility. Some of his sugges- 
tions: 1. Safety should begin at the 
planning stage. 2. No fallers should 
be working directly above each 
other. 3. Give each gang its own 
first aid kit. 4. Magnesium wedges 
are favored because they rarely 
throw splinters. 5. Insist on wearing 
of hard hats and inspect caulked 
shoes. 6. Avoid the practice of 
watching the falling tree. Concen- 
trate on what may happen around 
us. 

Ed Stamm of Crown Zellerbach, 
assisted by William McMahon of 
Canadian Forest Products, directed 
a panel on road maintenance, truck- 
ing, loading and unloading and re- 
lated subjects. Roy Wagner, Ma- 
sonite Corp., Ukiah, Calif., described 
a two-way 36 mile main road over 
which loaded trucks climbed 2200 
feet. Based on his experience, he 
said the biggest factor in holding 
down maintenance costs on logging 
roads was provision for adequate 
drainage.

Ed Morley, Western Logging Co., 
told of installing a 7-foot culvert in 
rainy country (Valsetz, Ore.) where 
the fall was sometimes 148 inches a 
year. Tom Fraser, B. C. Forest Prod- 
ucts, reported using 24% yard shovels 
on roads, building five goosenecks in 
one stretch with 50 foot radius 
curves. 

C. B. Dunham, logging manager 
for MacMillan & Bloedel, told of his 
company’s experience with impactor 
crusher machines in conditioning 
rock for road construction. Cost of 
crushing worked out at $280 per mile 
of road or 73 cents per yard of 
crushed material. The resulting road 
was smoother, made it possible to 
transport logs faster with less tire 
wear.

Portland, had a fascinated audience 
when he related how he had devel- 
oped “out of the blue sky” a load 
relayer system, a unique method of 
transporting logs, originally con- 
ceived by E. P. Ivory of Dinuba, 
Calif. to meet the need for synchro- 
nizing the trucks with the loading 
operation on hauls of any distance. 
He mentioned some of the device’s 
advantages. He displayed a minia- 
ture of the system. There is no loss 
of time by the loading crew due to 
not having a truck and trailer to 
load because of the tendency of 
trucks to “group”; the loss of driv- 
er’s time is minimized because there 
is always a load of logs waiting in 
the stanchions to be hauled; it 
makes it possible to operate trucks 
24 hours a day. (See November 1949 
Lumberman). 


YARDING AND LOADING 


Robert Conklin presided over the 
Tuesday afternoon “Yarding and 
Loading” session with James Sheas- 
green, Comox Logging & Ry. Co. 
assisting. 

Fred Laird declared that to have a 
successful logging show one must not 
only have equipment suitable to the 
area being logged but also experi- 
enced supervision and men who 
know what to do and who know 
their jobs. 

Mr. Sheasgreen said management 
should show enthusiasm for new 
ideas. Iet your men know you 
think they are doing a good job. 

Roy Gould said he did not think 
skidders get the cheapest logs but he 
said they often get logs cheapest 
out of certain areas. He said a skid- 
der should be able to get at least 
seven million feet to a setting. 

Warren Brown, Brown’s Tie & 
Timber Co., McCall, Ida., told of his 
company’s method of bringing big 
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loads of logs out of the woods and 
dividing into two highway loads. 

Earl Ritzheimer, Potlatch Forests, 
Inc., Bovill, Ida., told of the long log 
system of logging adopted in that 
area.

He placed the saving in cost of at 
least 70 cents per M plus many in- 
tangibles. 

L. T. Murray, Jr. in summarizing 
said the big thing now is to cut costs 
in getting the logs from the woods to 
the highway.

Co., Anderson, Calif., said they use 
the hydrotarders merely to help hold 
the loads on light grades at high 
speed. He said they help maintain 
proper engine temperatures, and en- 


able the trucks to run at speeds 
that otherwise would not be possible. 

Lloyd Christenen stressed the im- 
portance of “Driver Training”. “We 
are too prone to accept unskilled 
men” he said. “We should ride with 
new drivers and see for ourselves 
that they are capable men. He should 
tell them what we expect of them. 
They should know the rules and 
policies of the company. They should 
have working knowledge of the 
equipment placed in their hands. We 
hold meetings and have specialists 


address our men. Our drivers must 


be able to closely determine the 
weight of loads. They must be safety 
minded. Eighty-five percent of ac- 
cidents are due to driver failures.” 

Robert F. Dwyer, Dwyer Lumber 
Co., Portland, said that while the 
industry has for some time been in a 
state of confusion, it has neverthe- 
less been able to supply all the forest 
products demanded in peace and 
war. He declared however, that pri- 
vate owners are cutting off their 
timber while the government holds 
its supply. He said the public tim- 
ber must be opened. He said 80 per- 
cent of the forest products produc- 
tion comes from privately owned 
timber.

PREVENTIVE MAINTENANCE 
PROGRAM FOR TRUCKS 


Preventive maintenance be- 
gins on the drafting board with ac- 
cessibility of component parts, dia- 
grams of component parts, and meth- 
ods of disassembling. A complete 
and adequate maintenance program 
must include periodic and set mile- 
age inspection of all component parts 
to determine at what mileage neces- 
sary work should be done.

) lost time along the road are very 
costly and that a maintenance pro- 
» gram is a must 
| There are many reasons why a 
preventive maintenance program is 
a money saver. Here are a few of 
) the reasons: 


1. REDUCED LABOR COSTS 

With a well-planned preventive 
naintenance program there is a defi- 
1ite decrease in labor costs. Instead 
| of time-wasting inadequate road re- 
| pairs, the mechanics do necessary 
repair jobs at specific set mileages 
} in the shop where all the needed 
parts and tools are available. 


2. INCREASED PRODUCTION 
By having a well-organized repair 
} program, production increases and 
| time and money are saved. There is 
less driver and truck time lost due 
to roadside breakdowns, which in 
turn leads to a substantial increase 
in production and a more efficient 
operation. 


3. FEWER REPLACEMENT 
PARTS 

When a well-planned maintenance 
program is in operation, fewer re- 
placement parts are needed.

of the truck needs attention at cer- 
tain mileages. Each individual op- 
erator must keep and use his own 
records. By following a policy of this 
type as a rule and guide, the opera- 
tor can determine the best time for 
repair work based on his mileage 
records. 

With a complete preventive main- 
tenance program in effect, operators 
say they have been able to make a 
25-50% saving in their maintenance 
~osts 

Tue following is an example of a 
working preventive maintenance 
program. One explanation of termin- 
ology is needed before we begin. A 
road or speedometer mile is an actual 
mile that the truck has been driven. 
A motor mile is used to determine 
motor wear, and is tabulated by a 
tachometer with special gears to 
compute 4000 rpm. 

1. At 1000 miles a grease job. 

2. At 2000 motor miles an oil 
change. Oil changes have been de- 
termined by Faber tests. Also the 
valves and injectors are adjusted on 
the trucks. 

3. At 6000 motor miles the oil filter 
elements are changed. Also the mo- 
tor air strainers are cleaned. 

4. At 20,000 road miles, the steer- 
ing gear, tierods, king pins and bush- 
ings are checked. The wheel bear- 
ings are repacked with new grease. 

5. Brakes are relined when they 
need it. At the same time the brake 
cams and bushings and slack adjus- 
tors are checked. 

6. Radiators are 
flushed twice a year 


cleaned and 


7. At 90,000 motor miles a minor 
overhaul of the motor. This com- 
prises a valve grind, new piston 
rings, sleeve rubbers, main and con- 
necting rod bearings, water pump, 
generator and starter overhaul. 

When doing either minof or major 
overhauls, the following aré-checked: 
Transmissions and differentials for 
adjustments, drive shafts, brake 
cams, loose cross members, frame 
hangers and cab hold-down bolts. 
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8. At 150,000 motor miles a major 
overhaul of motor at which time the 
motor is taken out and a spare mo- 
tor is put in. The following work is 
done on the used motor: overhaul 
of cylinder heads, new sleeves, new 
main and connecting bearings, cam 
shaft bushings, fuel pump, lub pump, 
water pump, generator, starter, 
grinding of crankshaft, if necessary, 
injectors renewed and checking of 
rest of chassis. The truck is cleaned 
and painted. The cab, steering gear, 
electrical units and air brake system 
are gone over. The following work 
is done on the trailer: pull wheels, 
check wheel bearings, brake drums, 
brake cams and bushings, slack ad- 
justors, brake chambers, air line 
hoses. The trailer frames and bunks 
are checked and the trailer is re- 
painted. 

9. Tires, being one of the major 
costs, need special care as to usage: 
proper inflation; manufacturer’s tire 
ratings adhered to; tires repaired 
when necessary due to cuts or other 
injuries; checked for wear and pulled 
for caps. 

The program just outlined applies 
to one operation. Complete main- 
tenance and mileage records were 
kept. A study was made of these 
records and the maintenance pro- 
gram was based upon them. 


Key to Program 


The key to a working preventive 
maintenance program is a complete 
set of maintenance records. Each 
operation must keep its own records 
and from these records a mainten- 
ance program can be set up. 

Where preventive maintenance 
programs have been followed, vari- 
ous cases of long-wearing parts have 
been found. For example: 300,000 
miles have been traveled before a 
crankshaft needed to be ground; 
250,000 miles on transmissions with- 
out any gears being replaced; 250,000 
miles on front axles before king pin 
eyes had to be repaired; and 250,000

Peddling sash and door frames 
from a handcart in British Colum- 
bia’s fruit-growing Okanagan valley 
during the early 1920's was a precar- 
ious living for one man and certain- 
ly offered scant reward for a two- 
man partnership. So S. M. Simpson 
tossed a coin with his partner, so the 
story goes, to see who would stay in 
business and who would strike out 
into some new venture 

Simpsen lost the toss and stayed in 
business, and it’s just as well that 
he did, because S. M. Simpson, Ltd., 
today represents the largest lumber 
producing organization in the valley 
and probably the most fully inte- 
grated forest industry in the whole 
of the province’s interior. Output av- 
erages between 20 and 24 million 
feet a year, including about 12 mil- 
lion feet of veneer. There are about 
400 employees. 

Simpson has gone a long way since 
his handcart days and since he es- 
tablished his first unpretentious mill 
in 1927, but even in its present status 
the company is a fast-growing enter- 
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prise, making important improve- 
ments every year. Mr. Simpson has 
surrounded himself with a young and 
progessive staff—his son H. B. Simp- 
son is vice-president and manager 
while he himself retains the presi- 
dency—and most of the key men in 
the organization are in their early 
30’s. Indicative of the company’s for- 
ward-looking attitude is its recent 
signing of a forest management li- 
cense with the provincial govern- 
ment whereby it will be able to 
round out its timber holdings of 
spruce, pine and fir and make a per- 
petual logging operation possible 
with a total area to work on of 
nearly 200,000 acres. 

Long ago Mr. Simpson was smart 
enough to realize that the major in- 
dustry of the Okanagan valley for 
many years to come would be fruit 
growing, and that this industry 
would require an enormous volume 
of boxes and other wooden contain- 
ers.

S. M. Simpson, Ltd., as a produc- 
ing operation has four main divisions 
—the sawmill, box factory, veneer 
plant and planing mill. In addition, 
there is the sales outlet, Kelowna 
Sawmill Co. Most of the box mate- 
rial produced at the mill is distrib- 
uted through the valley from Osoy- 
oos, close to the U. S. border, to 
points north of Kamloops on the 
main line of the transcontinental 
railreads. The lumber is exported or 
sold locally. 

Independent contractors do all the 
vompany’s logging, most of it in the 
hills to the west of Okanagan Lake. 
The major contractors are Jack 
Seaton, who takes out most of the 
larger logs, and Justin McCarthy, 
whose operations are confined most- 
ly to jack pine. Power saws are used 
in the woods, mostly Titans, and the 
yarding is done with Caterpillar 
tractors, horses and cherry pickers.

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tors comprise the fleet delivering to 
the Simpson mill, the haul ranging 
up to 30 miles in length. The com- 
pany provides the trailers—all Co- 
lumbias, and does most of the main- 
tenance work in its fully equipped 
machine shops at the mill 

Logs are either dumped into 
Okanagan Lake and towed to the mill 
pond in booms by one of the com- 
pany’s two tugboats or dumped into 
the lake at the mill 

In the sawmill the logs are hauled 
up a jackladder to the bandmill 
served by shotgun feed carriage, 
with air dogs and electric setworks. 
The cants go to the gang deck and 
are passed through a Wickes No. 6 
gang saw unit. The practice is to 
slab heavy in order to obtain maxi- 
mum salvage by resawing. Roll cas- 
ing conveys slabs to a Prescott slab 
resaw 

One edger placed behind the gang 
saw services both gang and band 
saw, and another edger services the 
slab resaw, from which the lumber 
goes to the trim table and thence to 
the green chain. The mill policy is 
not to trim to length, only jagged 
ends and wane are trimmed to a 3- 
inch face so that trims can be sal- 
vaged at the planing mill for box 
shook.

box cut-up stock. This stock is put 
on special racks so that Ross car- 
riers can convey it easily and speed- 
ily to the box factory. 

The box factory, which manufac- 
tures 10 to 12 million feet of box 
shooks annually (about 20,000 apple 
boxes per day) depending on crop 
conditions is served by two Mershon 
resaws set in line, one of them being 
a new unit recently installed—a 
Model 246-D (the other is also a 
Model 246-D). The lumber comes 
into the box factory in carrier bunk 
loads on chain conveyor and is then 
jacked to a battery of six California 
tumbler cut-off saws. Facilities in 
this plant also include gluer, splicer,

printer, power rip saws and a cleat 
machine. 

For the veneer plant all the logs 
are cut to specified lengths by a drag 
saw and are then barked mechan- 
ically and fed to a Capital Machine 
Co., lathe. 

There are two Blythen unitizers in 
operation producing 30,000 box lids 
per shift (for apples, peaches, pears 
etc.) A St. Joe machine does the 
stitching for tops to be used for to- 
mato boxes, junior apple box tops, 
and bottoms and display lug tops and 
bottoms and other container mate- 
rial. 

Veneer stock is stapled to cleats 
and a large proportion of these cleats 
are produced from stock manufac- 
tured by a machine designed by the 
company. 

In the planing mill a 6-12-A1 Stet- 
son-Ross planer has recently been 
installed. 

The whole plant is served by three 
Moore cross-circulation dry kilns, 
recently built, and in the yard two 
Ross stackers and four Ross lumber 
carriers are being used to advan- 
tage. Normal sawmill sawdust pro- 
duction is supplemented by a Sum- 
ner chipper, which converts edgings 
and slabs to sawdust. Loading out 
from sawdust pile in winter is ac- 
complished by an HD5 Allis-Chal- 
mers front end loader with half unit 
bucket, which dumps into the trucks.

Good machinery and methods 
are important factors of production 
at Williams & Voris Lumber Co., 
Chattanooga, Tenn., one of the two 
largest manufacturers of cedar closet 
linings. Oak flooring and hardwood 
lumber are also produced. In keep- 
ing with its high place in the cedar 
industry, the company participates in 
leadership for forest conservation. 

Original cedar stands on the best 
Tennessee Valley soils were 36-inch 
diameter and over; were as tall as 
80 to 90 feet. As farming took over, 
the cedars were relegated to hill tops 
with poor soils so the largest trees 
now are but 18-inch diameter. 

Average sizes of logs received at 
Williams & Voris now run 7-inch or 
8-inch up to 14-inch diameter but 
may be as small as five or six inches. 


These logs are in 8-foot lengths, a 
size easily handled in the rough Ten- 
nessee hills and particularly by small 
owners doing their own harvesting. 

These small logs are converted into 
narrow closet lining, with side and 
end match. The small cedars are 
sawed on a Corley mill by a crew of 
five men: two get the logs to the 
carriage, one rides, one runs the saw, 
and one handles the lumber as it 
comes off. 

Large cedar and hardwood logs go 
to the big mill which is equipped 
with a Wheland band mill and Pres- 
cott carriage with electric set dogs. 
Smaller logs are cut in half on the 
head rig and sent back to a horizon- 
tal resaw. There also is a vertical 
resaw. Resaws and edger came from 
Wheland. The edger is equipped with

an Edgerlite. Quality yield is empha- 
sized by the mill which has a crew of 
32 men, including foreman and filer. 
Production averages 3000 feet per 
hour. Most production is in four- 
quarter but with some lower grades 
in six-quarter thicknesses. 

The big mill runs 45 hours per 
week, the Corley a like period, and 
the flooring plant two 50-hour week. 
The flooring plant is a two unit in- 
stallation producing 100M feet per 
unit. The planing mill has a 7-foot 
Wheland resaw. 

In adidtion to its own production, 
the company buys green oak lumber. 
After air drying, the hardwood is 
finished in one of six Moore Dry 
Kiln Co. cross circulation units. 
Lumber is handled around the yard

A highly efficient layout with 
utilization of equipment to make 
manpower effective is found at 
Council Wood Products Co., Orange- 
burg, S. C., where in recent years an 
operation has most effectively substi- 
tuted machinery for muscle. 

Located at the outskirts of Orange- 
burg, the company is operated by 
two brothers of which pair J. Roger 
Council handles sales and Charles C. 
Council runs the plant. The company 
sawmill produces about one-fourth 
the green luraber stock needed, the 
other three-fourths being purchased. 

Green stock comes in by truck and 
formerly two men were employed for 
unloading.

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URGES STUDY OF CLOUD SEEDING 


The Washington State For- 
estry Conference at its thirtieth 
meeting in Seattle on November 2 
adopted a resolution calling on con- 
gress to start a fact finding study in 
the west on cloud seeding, the study 
to be on an impartial basis with the 
investigating committee composed of 
meteorologists from colleges, repre- 
sentatives from the Department of 
the Interior, the Department of Ag- 
riculture, the Weather Bureau and 
seeding contractors. 

There was a talk on cloud seeding 


by Dr. Phil E. Church, Dept. of 
Meteorology who said studies should 
cover a wide area and a long period. 
W. D. Hagenstein, Forest Con- 
servation Committee, warned of the 
danger of insect infestations. He 
summarized the results of the 1951 
spraying in Eastern Washington and 
Oregon. He said it appeared that the 
infestation is declining but warned 
that the danger still exists and that 
continuing controls are necessary. 
B. L. Orell, state forester of Wash- 
ington said the past fire season was

He said 
fires that destroy second growth are 
particularly disastrous, more so than 
fires in old growth. He said there 
was wonderful co-operation among 
forest fire agencies and private own- 
ers during the past season. 

A highlight of the conference was 
a talk by Oscar Levin, managing for- 
ester, South Olympic Tree Farm, 
Shelton, Wash., in which he told of 
the large amount of timber that has 
been killed by bears. The damage 
is mostly in trees from 5 to 20 inches 
in diameter, and the greatest dam- 
age is done in thinly stocked areas. 
He said the state authorities are co- 
operating with owners in an effort 
to kill the bears in the area. Levin 
said the situation is serious. 

Jim Stevens, secretary of Keep 
Washington Green, gave a short his- 
tory of the organization and outlined 
plans for the reorganization of the 
movement so as to make it more 
effective. He paid tribute to the 
many persons who have helped the 
movement. 

A resolution commended the state 
Division of Forestry for its effective 
forest fire activities in 1951, a year 
of unparalleled hazard. 

Another resolution urged the en- 
actment of a law which will prevent 
unlawful harvesting of minor forest 
products on private lands. 

Clifford M. Bryden, Patrick Day 
and F. W. Mathius retired as trustees 
and their places were filled by Ed 
Pelittier, Wenatchee, John Libby, 
Aberdeen, and Rex Black, Olympia. 

Dean Gordon Marckworth, College 
of Forestry University of Washing- 
ton, was reelected President, and C.

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UNSTACKER 


A NEW TYPE OF MACHINE DEVELOPED AT MT. EMILY LUMBER CO., LAGRANDE, OREGON, 
FOR UNLOADING DRY LUMBER FROM KILN CARS 


About a year ago a restrictive 
production problem concerned Mt. 
Emily Lumber Co.’s La Grande, Ore., 
plant operations. It was necessary to 
work the dry chain and kiln-car un- 
stacking crews overtime to handle 
dried lumber coming from the dry 
kilns. 

As many such industrial problems 
are characteristically solved in this 
country, the lumber company and a 
firm representing several machinery 
manufacturers teamed up to work 
out a solution. Following many 
months of planning, engineering and 
production work, a new type ma- 
chine was developed for unstacking 
lumber from dry-kiln cars. 

Here the battery of dry kilns proc- 
esses lumber cut at both the Mt. 
Emily sawmills—a 110M ft. mill at 
La Grande and 50M ft. mill at Enter- 
prise. All pine from these mills, and 
also fir and tamarack clears, are cen- 
trally kiln dried at the La Grande 
plant at average rate of 130M ft. per 
day. Dimension fir and tamarack 
lumber is marketed creen. 

Of the dried lumber, all goes di- 
rectly from dry chain via carrier to 
planing mill for finishing. From 
planing mill, a portion of the lumber 
is loaded into rail cars for market 
shipment; and the factory type lum- 
ber routed to the factory for con- 
version to furniture, window, and 
door stock. 

This lumber-handling restriction 
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resulted in developing a unique ma- 
chine for unstacking lumber from 
kiln cars. The problem was jointly 
shouldered by Mt. Emily Lumber 
Co. and Pacific Coast Geared Prod- 
ucts, Inc. Sawmill superintendent 
W. M. Pierson, of the lumber manu- 
facturing firm, and president Chas. 
W. Harshberger, Paul H. Marmont 
Registered Engineer and Lew Par- 
sons, all of Pacific Coast Geared 
Products, collaborated on this proj- 
ect to come up with an entirely 
new lumber unstacking machine. 
To unload dried lumber from a 
kiln car with this unit, the rail- 
mounted load is winched from cool- 
ing shed onto rails mounted on main 
deck of the unstacker. After the 
load is properly positioned, the un- 
stacker operator activates a control 
to tilt the entire load, trucks and un-

the entire actual unstacking process. 


stacker as a single unit. As the tilt- 
ing progresses, the operator acti- 
vates a second control, hoisting the 
lumber nearly to functional height 
by the time full tilt position is 
reached. 

At the unstacking angle, the hoist- 
ing columns come to rest on footing 
stops as the tilting action halts. This 
position is maintained throughout 
the entire actual unstacking process. 

As the hoist lifts the top course of 
lumber clear of restraining feeder 
arms, the whole top course slides by 
gravitation onto an apron leading to 
grading table at lead end of dry 
sorting chain. The stickers separat- 
ing this course from the adjacent 
lower course, slide endwise from the 
load as the discharging course moves 
from load to apron. These stickers, 
in slightly lower plane than the dis- 
charging boards (see diagram) go 
under the above-mentioned apron 
onto another apron leading down to 
an endless rubber belt which catches 
the stickers and transports them 
clear of the unstacker where they 
are sheared off onto the empty kiln- 
car trucks of the preceding load. 
Consequently, each set of empty 
trucks returned to the kiln loading 
section carries a full complement of 
stickers for loading. 

Functionally this loader hoists con- 
tinuously throughout the discharge 
portion of the unstacking cycle. It 
does not start and stop unless inten- 
tionally stopped by the operator for 
some particular reason. Normally 
the hoisting is continuous during the 
unstacking phase, thus freeing each

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consecutive course as it reaches the 
discharge position. 

After the entire kiln-car load of 
lumber has been spread out on the 
dry chain, the operator activates 
controls returning the tilted-raised 
equipment back to a vertical-re- 
tracted position for the next load. 
After removing the emptied kiln 
trucks and placing them in position 
for receiving stickers from the next 
load, another load of dry lumber is 
positioned on the machine for un- 
stacking. 

Practically all the lumber going 
through the Mt. Emily dry kilns is 
4/4 stock, although some special 
stock of other thicknesses is occa- 
sionally kiln processed. Optimum 
hoisting speed on the unstacker for 
4/4 lumber has been found to be 
12 inches per minute; or 10 minutes 
actual unstacking time for the 10 ft. 
loads. After unstacking last course 
of carload, the first course of the 
next load slides down the unstack- 
ing apron two minutes later—the 
unstacker having during this time 
been returned to retracted vertical 
position, empty trucks removed; and 
another load moved onto unstacker, 
tilted and hoisted. 

This newly developed unstacker 
embraces a wide range of versatility 
through extensive range of speed 
variations. Just by changing posi- 
tion of a lever the hoisting rate can 
} be varied from % f.p.m. to 2 f.p.m. 

The unit is built for the plant’s 
standard size of dry kiln loads—8 ft. 

wide by 10 ft. high—and will accom- 
modate lengths up to and including 
}20 ft. long. However, most of the 
istock is 16 ft. or shorter, running 
about 32 carloads to the 130,000 
} board foot daily production. 
| Fred Lanzer, salesmanager of Mt. 
tEmily Lumber Co., conservatively 
jestimates the daily (one shift) po- 
jtential production capacity (running 

16 ft. 4/4 lumber) of the unstacker 
at 200M feet. Both he and Mr. Pier- 
son called to attention of THE LUM- 
BERMAN the long life of stickers 
since last fall when this machine 

went into production. Although sta- 
tistical data are not yet available 
concerning increased sticker life, the 
decrease of mortality is said to be 
considerable. Reason for extended 
life of stickers is accredited to the 
method of handling through arrange- 
ment of aprons and conveyor belt. 

As lumber feeds from the load onto 
the apron, the unstacker operator 
stands at head of the grading sec- 
tion in position to straighten any 
crossed boards and line up staggered 
ends for convenience of both graders 
and lumber pullers. His other duties, 
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in addition to spotting the loads, con- 
sists of operating the tilting, hoisting, 
and return controls. 

Two other men are also in the 
unstacking crew. One checks data 
card accompanying each load, keeps 
stickers straight as they are deposit- 
ed on the empty trucks, returns 
empties (with stickers) to dry kiln 
loading section, oils trucks, and 
cleans up around the unloading end. 
The other man in this crew keeps 
the loads worked down to unstacker 
from the several cooling-shed tracks 
and segregates loaded cars for stock 
consistency. 

Tilting power is provided by a 3 
h.p. 1800 r.p.m. G. E. motor driving 
through Gates V-belt to 60 to 1 ratio 
Pacific-Western Cone-Drive reducer 
and from reducer through a Whitney 
roller-chain drive to main drive and 
drum shaft. Three drums on this 
shaft each power a wire rope lifting 
the unstacker platform from the side 
of platform opposite the tilt axis and 
main drive shaft. These tilting cables 
carry on a lifting action vntil the 
load reaches balance at dead center 
and then the cable action, through 
special pulley arrangement, changes 
to a restraining action as tilt pro- 
gresses to a full unstacking position. 

Except for power source and dif- 
ferent V-belt drive ratios concerned, 
hoisting and returning mechanism is 
one unit. Two General Electric mo- 
tors—a 3 h.p. 900 r.p.m. for hoisting 
and 2 h.p. 1800 r.p.m. return motor 
—are Gates V-belt connected to a 
common drive of a Reeves variable- 
speed transmission, which unit pro- 
vides extensive speed variation for 
both hoisting and lowering. Due to 
difference in speed of the two mo- 
tors and difference in size of the 
drive pulleys, the return speed is a 
5 to 6 times hoisting rate. 


The Reeves transmission couples 
to a 400 to 1 ratio Pacific-Western 
Cone-Drive double reducer which in 
turn drives the main hoisting-lower- 
ing shaft through a Whitney chain- 
sprocket reduction. 

Hoist and return drive equipment 
sets in a pit, below floor level, be- 
neath the incline between the un- 
stacker and the sticker conveyor 
housing. The tilting equipment sets 
at or above floor level at opposite 
side of the unstacker machine from 
the hoisting unit. All the machine’s 
driving equipment is readily acces- 
sible for convenient maintenance. 
General Electric controls are used 
throughout the unstacker mecha- 
nism. 


Pacific Coast Geared Products,

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Mt. Emily Lumber Co. on the un- 
stacker development, is an Oregon 
corporation representing Western 
Gear Works and Pacific Gear & Tool 
Works. All subcontracting was con- 
trolled through Pacific Coast Geared 
Products.

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SOUTHERN PLYWOOD MEN 
DISCUSS MILITARY ORDERS 


Steps leading to close coopera- 
tion with the Army Engineer Corps 
in military procurement, problems 
under defense regulations and other 
issues created interesting discussion 
at the meeting of Southern Hard- 
wood Plywood Manufacturers Ass’n 
recently held in Atlanta, Ga. The 
meeting authorized association offi- 
cers to proceed with arrangements 
whereby the organization would be 
designated an agency for inspection 
of military purchases of southern 
hardwood plywood. 

Under these arrangements, the 
association would run “qualifying” 
tests on its member mills, all of 
which have been utilizing the asso- 
ciation laboratory and inspection 
service in accomplishing uniformly 
good glue line production. To qual- 
ify for a certificate of “ability to pro- 
duce” to specification, a mill must 
furnish ten panels for each 5000 feet, 
and 90 percent of material tested 
must pass. It was presumed that in- 
spection service on carlot shipments 
from non-members would be per- 
formed on request on a laboratory 
test basis for a specified fee. The 
arrangement would provide for an 
easy flow of plywood meeting specifi- 
cations. 

Discussion of defense regulations 
and other matters stemming from 
Washington, D.C., was led by R. W. 
Hawes, SPMA counsel, and Bill 
Dietterich, SPMA secretary-man- 
ager. Points developed included: no 
further NPA plywood regulation is 
contemplated now; failure of admin- 
istration to amend the Capehart act 
(dies in the House) permits inclu- 
sion of added (Korean) labor, mate- 
rial, advertising, etc., costs in arriv- 
ing at price regulation levels; OPS 
pricing will be at division level; in 
the Fernwood Industries (Fern- 
wood, Miss.) case “topside” has 
approved use of the highest margin 
of profit in any quarter from the pre- 
ceding year on custom made panels, 
this year is set at July 1, 1950, to 
July 1, 1951. OPS asked for more 
information on standard panels in re 
flat price fixing, a consultation hav- 
ing been set. The word is that ply- 
wood manufacturers should select a 
“fair” condition in the pricing situa- 
tion and not use a depressed period 
when volume is off and pricing soft, 
in this regard OPS being quoted as 
not “dogmatic.” 
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The manufacturers were told that 
economists within the OPS-NPA 
setup are not familiar with southern 
hardwood plywood production and 
information should be furnished 
promptly when requested. After the 
veneer pricing order is cleared the 
plywood will come up. Problems 
were encountered in the matter of 
container plywood, and OPS said a 
Container Plywood Division would 
be named, with two southern repre- 
sentatives included. 

The tariff cuts under reciprocal 
treaties was reported stepping up 
plywood imports at a high rate. The 
Japanese imports for the year will 
exceed 20 million feet; Canadian 
plywood imports up 75 percent; 
Brazil plywood (Parana) is carrying 
a declared value of $9.00 per thou- 
sand. The Philippine lumber pro- 
duction for 1951 was quoted as over 
1950 by 100 percent, with a further 
150 percent increase predicted for 
1952. Most of this goes to Japan. 
Concern was voiced in the meeting 
as to the quality of the imports, it 
being said that since domestic hard- 
wood plywood identity is not made 
known by association trade-mark a 
displeased buyer would condemn all 
plywood. Declared value of Cana- 
dian plywood for duty basis is given 
as $107. 


SPMA representatives had a meet- 
ing with the Munitions Board in 
which sample boards were exhibited 
and facilities of the Association lab- 
oratory and inspection service out- 
lined. It was learned that indirect 
use of plywood in defense amounts 
to 2% or 3 times direct buying. The 
board has issued an edict to use lum- 
ber or plywood where possible in 
place of steel, and manufacturers 
were urged to seek out fabricators 
to get the business. The Army Engi- 
neer Corps is making a survey of 
producigg plants. In an emergency, 
a pre-prepared directive would be- 
come effective permitting the Engi- 
neers to place direct orders for 
immediate production, which would 
keep manufacturers active during 
an interim period during which 
(otherwise) they might be closed 
down due to disruption of normal 
ordering. 

Military purchasing for the last 
fiscal year amounted to 75 million 
feet of interior and 47 million feet 
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of exterior plywood. The complaint 
of inability to effect purchases rose 
from placing of orders for certain 
grades that amounted to 173 per- 
cent of capacity to produce those 
grades. Of 171 million feet bought, 
80 percent was for airforce and of 
57 million feet on hand as of October 
1, 52 million feet was in box grades. 

Southern hardwood plywood rep- 
resentatives conferred with military 
purchasers in re grade specification 
on container grades. 

In discussing use of a melomine 
and urea glue blend, performance of 
test panels taken from production 
and carried on a “test” fence was de- 
clared important. An effort is being 
made to get the blend into military 
specification. The association labora- 
tory was said to have 90 pieces from 
36 panels on a test fence (exposure 
outside) of which 56 (62 percent) 
still pass the visual test, 10 percent 
show separation, and 28 percent have 
failed. This within a year’s exposure. 
Association member mill samples 
hoid up better than non-member; 
glue plant mixed blend better than 
that plywood mill mixed blend. The 
Madison Laboratory likes test fence 
use from production stock and dis- 
counts special samples furnished for 
laboratory testing. 

A certificate for excellent services 
to the association during his presi- 
dency was presented to Julius J. 
Stern, past president. 

B. P. Adams, association president 
(U. S. Plywood Corp., Orangeburg, 
S. C.), presided over the sessions 
and actively urged the adoption of 
an association trade-mark for use of 
its members. 

Special commitees were named to 
carry on selected activities for the 
association: Julius J. Stern (South- 
ern Plywoods, Greenville, Fla.), 
chairman of a committee on specifi- 
cation revision; Verne L. Touissaint 
(Perry County Plywoods, Beaumont, 
Miss,.), chairman, committee on pro- 
motion; E. A. Biedermann (Georgia 
Plywood Corp., Dublin, Ga.), chair- 
man, committee to develop uniform 
labor classification for reports. Don 
Nichols (Valdosta Plywoods, Inc.), 
was named chairman to arrange the 
annual (May, 1952) meeting. St. 
Simons Island, Ga., and Walkulla 
Springs, Fla., were mentioned. 
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DETERIORATION OF WOODEN DRY KILNS USED 
FOR DRYING WESTERN HEMLOCK LUMBER 


During recent years there has 
been a large increase in the volume 
of western hemlock lumber kiln 
dried prior to shipment. Wooden 
dry kilns used for drying this lum- 
ber frequently have shown a rapid 
deterioration of the wood structure 
and the problem has become one of 
major importance to the lumber in- 
dustry. The Vancouver Laboratory 
of the Forest Products Laboratories 
Division has undertaken an investi- 
gation in an effort to determine the 
basic cause of the trouble and to 
suggest a possible remedy. The re- 
sults of the work carried out so far 
are presented in this article. 

The dry kiln chosen for the in- 
vestigation was constructed about 
six years ago of 6” x 6” solid western 
red cedar walls with 2” x 6” Douglas 
fir roof boards. The walls were 
painted on the outside with alumi- 
num paint and the flat roof was pro- 
tected with a standard tar and gravel 
coating. Deterioration of the inner 
portions of the walls and ceiling was 
so far advanced that reconstruction 
was already contemplated. At points 
of condensation such as bolt heads, 
inlet pipes and tubes, complete de- 
terioration of the wood in a two- or 
three-inch diameter circle had taken 
place, and there was severe corro- 
sion of metal fittings. Some of the 
Douglas fir roof boards had fallen on 
to the kiln floor. Both the nails and 
wood around the nails had corroded 
away and the boards themselves 
were fissured and deteriorated even 
more than the cedar wall timbers. 
| The general appearance of the de- 
' wood was a black, 
) scorched effect as if the surface had 
been subject to fire, and apart from 
its darker colour, was similar to ad- 
vanced cubical brown rot. 

An apparatus was made to con- 
dense the vapours issuing from the 
roof vents of the kiln and samples of 
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condensate were collected from dry 
kilns drying both western hemlock 
and Douglas fir. The acid concentra- 
tion of the condensate was checked 
on the second, third, and final day 
of a kiln run. The results are shown 
in Table L

The acids present in the con- 
densate were identified as carbonic, 
acetic, and formic acids. 

Acidic Conditions 

It can be seen in Table I that the 
pH in the condensate from the kiln 
drying western hemlock was ap- 
proximately 3.5 on the final day. 
This material was collected under 
conditions of efficient condensation, 
the condensate forming in an area 
of relatively poor condensation, such 
as the interior of a dry kiln would 
be more concentrated and much

sion, Forestry Branch, Department of Re- 
sources and Development. 
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more acidic. Douglas fir wood is 
normally quite stable in contact with 
dilute acid solutions but with the 
high temperatures used in dry kilns, 
one can expect an accelerated hy- 
drolysis of the carbohydrate portion 
of the wood. This effect would be- 
come quite appreciable at pH’s un- 
der 4. 

It is well known that corrosion of 
metals, especially ferrous metals, is 
accelerated enormously under con- 
ditions of high temperature and hu- 
midity such as are found in a dry 
kiln. It is also known that in the 
case of steel in contact with water, 
if the pH of the water drops below 
4, a great increase in the rate of 
corrosion will take place. 

The very rapid failure of wood in 
contact with steel, such as at bolt 
heads which are relatively good 
condensation points, results from 
the hydrolytic effect on the wood as 
mentioned above, together with de- 
composition of the wood cellulose by 
an oxidation process catalyzed by 
the products of corrosion of the bolt 
heads. In addition, under conditions 
of high humidity the organic acids, 
naturally present in some woods 
such as Douglas fir and western red 
cedar, will rapidly corrode metal in 
contact with the wood. 

One of the deteriorated Douglas 
fir roof boards was brought to the 
Laboratory for chemical examina- 
tion. Results of an analysis of the 
lignin content of the surface wood 
compared to sound Douglas fir fol- 
lows: 

Lignin—% 
Sound Douglas fir 29 
Degraded roof board 61 
These results indicate how acid hy- 
drolysis of the cellulose component 
of the wood has left behind a residue 
very rich in lignin. 

Further evidence that the acidic 

conditions are responsible for the

Mack Trucks —Los Angeles © Denver © San Francisco 
Seattle * Portland * Salt Lake City © Factory branches 
and distributors in all principal cities for service and parts. 
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corrosion was secured by a labora- 
tory experiment simulating condi- 
tions inside a dry kiln. This con- 
sisted of placing a sample of the 
roof board, surface cleaned down to 
reasonably sound wood, together 
with one piece each of copper wire 
and iron wire in an atmosphere com- 
posed of the hot vapours of a boiling 
mixture of dilute acetic, formic and 
carbonic acids at an acid concentra- 
tion of pH 3.10. To further approxi- 
mate dry kiln conditions, air was 
passed through the condensing va- 
pours for seven hours a day for a 
period of three weeks. At the end 
of this time the iron wire had cor- 
roded away and the copper wire had 
parted where condensate had been 
dripping on it. The wood itself had 
darkened considerably and showed 
the same cubical checks and ap- 
pearance of the original deteriorated 
roof board 

All of the above results point to 
acid deterioration of the cellulose in 
the dry kiln boards as being the 
main cause of kiln decay where large 
quantities of western hemlock lum- 
ber are being dried 


Problems of Acidic Vapours 

The question immediately arises 
as to why very little corrosion is 
encountered in kilns drying Douglas 
fir. It can be seen from Table I 
that the condensate from a kiln dry- 
ing Douglas fir is less acidic than 
that from western hemlock. The 
difference of one-half a pH unit is 
small and represents only a small 
change in acidity, but it must be 
remembered that the change is in 
the critical range of 4 to 3 and it is 
quite possible that the small differ- 
ence in pH represents a large dif- 
ference in hydrolytic action. How- 
ever, it is believed that the higher 
resin content of Douglas fir is main- 
ly responsible for the lack of corro- 
sion. During a run some of the resin 
is steam distilled on to walls, pipes, 
etc., and forms a protective layer 
throughout the entire dry kiln. Ap- 
parently one or two charges of 
western hemlock suffice to remove 
this protective layer and start the 
acidic degradation of the kiln walls 

The corrosion inhibiting effect of 
the resin was demonstrated in the 
laboratory by suspending an iron 
nail in the vapours of a boiling di- 
lute mixture of acetic, formic and 
carbonic acids (pH — 3.1) which 
also contained a small globule of 
Douglas fir resin. This nail corroded 
less than half as fast as a control 
nail in a similar apparatus using 
another portion of the same acid 
mixture without the resin. 

It is apparent that the solution of 
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the problem of preventing degrada- 
tion of dry kilns is that of prevent- 
ing the acidic vapours from pene- 
trating the walls and ceiling, and of 
permitting any vapour that does 
penetrate to escape through the 
walls. 

Information elicited from various 
dry kiln operators indicates that 
kiln paints and coatings applied di- 
rectly to the wood are unsatisfactory 
and as a general rule peel off com- 
pletely in about six weeks. This is 
probably due to penetration of the 
paint by vapour and subsequent 
lifting of the paint when the next 
kiln charge is heated up. 

At the present time most dry kilns 
have a vapour barrier on the out- 
side as shown in Figure 1. The alu- 
minum paint on the sides and the 
tarred roof aid the build up of acidic 
vapours in the wood comprising the 
kiln walls and roof. The small pock- 
ets of moisture that build up on the 
shady side of a dry kiln built of tile 
that has had an asphaltic vapour 
barrier sprayed on the outside are 
an indication of this. 


The Solution 

The solution appears therefore to 
be a matter of reversing this proce- 
dure and constructing a vapour 
proof wall on the inside and leaving 
the outside untouched, and of pro- 
viding a false roof as in Figure 2. 

The, small amounts of vapour 
which will still penetrate the barrier, 
since vapour barriers are never per- 
fect, can now escape through the 
outside of the wall and the concen- 
tration of acidic material in the wall 
will be kept to a minimum. 

Since asphalt is chemically inert 
and pure aluminum is resistant to 
mild acids, discussions were held 
with representatives of firms han- 
dling these materials in an attempt 
to devise a resistant internal vapour 
barrier for kilns drying western 
hemlock lumber. As a result of these 
discussions, aluminum of varying 
thicknesses, from .002 to .016 inch, is 
being placed under test in a local 
dry kiln, both unprotected and pro- 
tected with a further asphaltic finish. 

It had been observed previously 
that two samples: of .002 inch alumi- 
num foil attached to the walls and 
coated with a commercial asphaltic 
material were in excellent condition 
after one year’s exposure in a dry 
kiln whose walls were being rapidly 
deteriorated. Two other instances of 
aluminum standing up to dry kiln 
conditions can be quoted. Both in 
Canada and in Great Britain kiln 
doors are now being constructed of 
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aluminum sheeting over a_ steel 
frame. A furniture factory in East- 
ern Canada drying hardwoods has 
aluminum lined doors which show 
no corrosion after several years ot 
use. 

Another possible method of main- 
taining a vapour barrier on the in- 
side of a dry kiln depends upon de- 
vising a method of holding an as- 
phaltic coating on the walls. Some 
suggested possibilities are foamed 
ebonite panels, heavy rolled roofing, 
burlap, or vapour barrier paper 
tacked or sealed up, and painted or 
sprayed with the coating in dry 
kilns. 

Apparently the protection of metal 
fittings with vinyl resin-based coat- 
ings has not been tested but it offers 
possibilities in view of the success 
of this type of coating in preventing 
acidic corrosion of metals. 

The Portland Cement Associa- 
tion’s Pamphlet ST4 predicts a slow 
deterioration of concrete in the pres- 
ence of dilute weak acids such fs 
acetic. Therefore it is suggested that 
kilns of concrete block construction 
be inspected periodically to ensure 
that asphaltic protective coatings are 
intact. 

An operator of an unprotected 
concrete kiln, when interviewed, was 
of the opinion that the surface de- 
terioration on the concrete kiln pro- 
tected the remainder of the concrete. 
A slowdown of the deterioration 
might be expected but it is very 
doubtful if this affords complete 
protection.

Forest Fiber Products Co. 
Doubles Its Capacity 


Forest Fiber Products Co., which 
actively entered the hardboard 
manufacturing field early in summer 
of 1949 at Forest Grove, Ore. upon 
completion of building a modern new 
wet-process plant, is doubling its 
production. 

The plant was originally laid out 
with view of subsequent installation 
of additional facilities to extensively 
increase hardboard production, the 
increase dependent upon sales and 
general acceptance of the product. 
The company has been sold out for 
over a year, thus the increase. The 
additional machinery has recently 
been installed to accomplish the ob- 
jectives and production will be 
double before end of this year—from 
the previous 100,000 to 200,000 
) square feet per day. 

According to Harold A. Miller, 
president, this increase will add 
greatly to the already established 
utilization program for timber lo- 
cated in Tillamook Burn and Forest 
Grove area. 

Doubling of the plant production 
called for extensive enlargement of 
plant facilities throughout most of 
the operations. Additional chip stor- 
age and handling equipment were 
provided; another American De- 
fibrator Co. Asplund with pre-heater 
and two Bauer Bros. pulping engines 
installed, as were: Shaille Bros. Co. 
stock chest agitation equipment, 
Impco pulp washer, Northwest Cop- 
per Co. stock lines, DeZurik Shower 
Co. stock valves; a new Downing- 
town primary roll section, and West- 
inghouse electrical equipment, and 
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General Electric 300 h.p. motor in

The additional plates enlarged the 
press capacity from 10 to 20 four by 
16-foot sheets of hardboard per 
charge. 

Outside chip storage was increased 
to total 500 tons capacity. A 4 cu. yd. 
Hough Co. tractor-mounted scoop 
and J. W. Minder Chain & Gear Co. 
conveyors handle the chips. 

The company’s chief raw material 
is sound wood which because of size 
and/or shape is not suitable for 
manufacture into lumber. Use of this 
wood in the hardboard manufactur- 
ing processes makes it profitably 
possible to re-log timberlands from 
which lumber-type logs have previ- 
ously been harvested. This intensive 
timber salvage program also con- 
tributes extensively to practical 
forest management in that it makes 
for reduced fire hazard through leav- 
ing cleaner forest floor, and better 
prepares land for re-seeding. 

Additional raw-material wood will 
be purchased from sawmills in the 
near-by areas, according to Mr. 
Miller. Thus these organizations can 
be expected to step up intensity of 
their timber harvesting, thereby ex- 
tending -higher utilization through- 
out the area. 

Complete wood utilization is ac- 
acomplished at the Forest Fiber 
Products mill as all wood from which 
good fiber cannot be obtained is used 
as fuel to make steam for the manu- 
facturing processes. 

Here hardboard is made by first 
converting the wood into chips, re- 
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ducing chips to fibrous-pulp stage 
and subsequently forming into 
smooth-surfaced panels under heat 
and pressure. Part of the production 
receives special treatment which 
adds water resistance and structural 
strength for exterior uses. 

Production output increased con- 
siderably as result of installing the 
additional processing machinery, but 
doubling of production awaits the 
cutting in of an additional steam 
boiler. This unit, a 650 h.p. 3-drum 
vertical-encased-bent tube Garrett 
& Shafer Engineering Works water 
tube boiler, is already in place at the 
plant and will be in operation in late 
November or early December. It will 
extensively increase steam supply 
for the plant, augmenting the present 
350 h.p. boiler. 


Completes Blower System 

One of the Anderson Blowpipe & 
Mfg. Co.’s Inc. installation crews has 
just returned from Post Falls, Idaho, 
where they completed the erection 
of a blower system in the plant of 
the Post Falls Lumber Co. All the 
materials for the system were fabri-

Mfg. Co. plant in Seattle and shipped 
to Idaho for installation.

“(e) That the imposition of charg- 
es for the use of such access roads 
by timber operators should be left 
to negotiation between prospective 
users of those roads, the government, 
and cooperative contributors.” ‘ 

“The NLMA urges tree farmers, 
other private land owners and op- 
erators, the many federal and state 
forest agencies and other cooperators 
to continue and expand their co- 
operation with the U. S. Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine in 
developing adequate insect detection 
surveys and warning services. 


“The board of directors of NLMA 
favors the establishment of a nation- 
al forest insect and disease control 
advisory committee consisting of one 
representative from the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, one from 
the U. S. Department of Interior, 
one from the Forest Industries Coun- 
cil, one from the Association of State 
Foresters, and one representing the 
general public to be nominated by 
the American Forestry Association.” 

Clyde Martin was chairman of the 
forest conservation committee, and 
James Prestridge, chairman of the 
advisory committee.

M. T. Thorpe, well known 
lumberman from the Pacific North- 
west, who designed and now oper- 
ates and owns the Prevision Lumber 
Co., near Eureka, Calif., is like all 
sawmill men nothing if not in- 
genious. 

He has devised a controller for the 
feed rolls on the mill’s I. W. John- 
son edger, that controls the slip ring 
motor driving the feed rolls, to give 
four speeds forward and four speeds 
backward. The controller is very 
similar to the controller used on 
streetcars. 

Another addition Thorpe has made 
to the edger is a steel baffle plate, 10” - 
wide running the width of the edger. 
This baffle keeps the sawdust from 
flying all over the edger and mill 
floor, and sends it down to the con- 
veyoli 

To keep the battery of eight saws 
in the edger cool, Thorpe has piped 
water to them, so that a spray of 
water is thrown up each side of the 
6-gauge saws with inserted %4" bits

New Small Log Building 
Technique 


Lloyd Evans, boom construction 
foreman of H. R. MacMillan Export 
Co.’s Northwest Bay logging division, 
Vancouver Island, has developed a 
new method of tying bundled small- 
diameter logs together. 

In the accompanying picture 
George Wyse is shown making use 
of this new technique, which re- 
places the steel finger-links formerly 
used to hold the cable taut 

The procedure is as follows: About 
twelve inches from the ends of the 
three-foot log two holes are bored 
through at an angle.

end of the rope drawn through a 
hole, passed once around the log, 
slipped under the length encircling 
the log, and drawn tight as possible 
by hand. Upon releasing the bun- 
dler cables, the bundle settles into 
the water, drawing the cable taut, 
and exerts pressure upon the cable, 
not the log itself. 

When the raft of bundled logs 
reaches its destination all the boom- 
men have to do is to chop or saw the 
log in half to release the bundle. The 
cable is salvaged by simply picking 
up the floating halves of the log and 
returned to Northwest Bay. 

This bundling connection is the 
second major development Lloyd 
Evans has contributed to the logging 
industry. The other was a special 
type of boom boat, described in The 
LUMBERMAN several months ago.

miles on differentials with no new 
parts necessary. 

he planning or drafting board 
stage in manufacturing plays an im- 
portant role in preventive mainten- 
ance. Here better parts and better 
working mechanisms are developed. 
The truck operator is dependent 
upon the manufacturers to bring him 
these improvements. But, likewise, 
the manufacturers are dependent 
upon the operators to help show them 
what improvements are needed. 
Well-kept maintenance records will 
show where the faults lie and may 
help to suggest how these faults can 
be corrected. These records can pave 
the way to a better understanding of 
problems that face the manufactur- 
ers and the operators, and can lead 
to improvements in equipment which 
will benefit everyone. 

A preventive maintenance program 
is a working plan. It should lead to 
a more efficient operation and to 
more improvements in the equip- 
ment field.

LOG CEILINGS ISSUED FOR 
NORTH PACIFIC REGIONS 


Dollars and cents price ceil- 
ings on all grades of standard logs 
produced in western Washington, 
western Oregon and northern Cali- 
fornia, were issued November 20 by 
the Office of Price Stabilization. The 
ceilings became effective November 
24. Next to come will be ceilings on 
logs produced in the Inland Empire. 
This will be followed by a ceiling on 
logs produced in the California red- 
wood region. 

The ceilings just issued are said to 
be the price level which exisited dur- 
ing the period from January 25, 1951, 
to February 24, 1951, inclusive. 

The new ceilings, spelled out in 
Ceiling Price Regulation 97, vary 
slightly in five different prescribed 
districts—Puget Sound, Columbia 
River, Grays Harbor, Lane-Douglas, 
and Oregon-California. 

Following are the prices spelled 
out on Douglas Fir, the predominant 
species, for the five districts, per 
1000 feet log scale:

Prices in the Columbia River and 
Grays Harbor districts on the sec- 
ondary species are equal to or slight- 
ly lower than the Puget Sound pric- 
es. The only species beside Douglas 
Fir for which ceilings are spelled 
out in the two southern districts are 
Western Hemlock and White Fir, 
which run $5.00 to $10.00 per 1000 
feet below Puget Sound Ceilings. 

Logs must be graded and scaled 
according to standards set up in the 
respective areas by the independent 
Puget Sound, Grays Harbor, Colum- 
bia River and Northern California 
Log Scaling and Grading Bureaus. 
The Lane-Douglas district is subject 
to the Columbia River Bureau rules, 
and the Oregon-California district 
to either the Columbia River or the 
Northern California Bureau rules. 

In the three northern districts ceil-

On sales at ceiling prices sellers 
must pay half of the grading and 
scaling fee. On other sales the price 
and any fees paid by the purchaser 
for grading and scaling may not ex- 
ceed the ceiling price plus one-half 
of the scaling and grading fee. 

A list of accredited graders and 
scalers will be issued by the Office 
of Price Stabilization in a separate 
order. A buyer or seller acting in 
good faith will not be held account- 
able for errors in the scaling and 
grading of logs by accredited graders 
and scalers, but the grading need not 
be done by accredited persons. 

However, both buyers and sellers 
will be held accountable for errors 
of graders and scalers who do not 
have accredited status. The OPS 
Regional Director in Seattle is au- 
thorized by Delegation of Authority 
30 to make additions to and dele- 
tions from the list of accredited grad- 
ers and scalers. 

Graders and scalers must keep 
records of their operations and pro- 
cide scale and grade certificates or 
statements. Buyers and sellers like-

Bright Future for 
Forest Industries 

O. Harry Schrader, Jr., of Tacoma, 
managing director, Douglas Fir Ply- 
wood Association, painted an en- 
couraging picture of the future of 
the great forest industries of the 
Pacific Northwest, in an address be- 
fore a joint meeting in Seattle of the 
Association of Cost Accountants and 
other accounting organizations in the 
Puget Sound area. The plywood 
leader declared: 

“We are laying the foundation of 
perpetual operation of the forest in- 
dustries.” 

Schrader said the forest industries 
possess a “tremendous advantage” 
by comparison with competitors in 
the field of building materials in 
that “raw material is replaceable, 
in fact, is inexhaustible, if man- 
aged on a sound basis.” 

Schrader said that forest industry 
surveys indicate that in 1945 there 
were 513 billion board feet of old 
growth timber in the Pacific North- 
west.

In 
addition, latest surveys show 111 
billion feet of second growth timber 
measuring 12 inches or more in di- 
ameter or larger. Consumption of 
all age timber in Oregon and Wash- 
ington averages 11 billion board feet 
annually. He said: 

“On a national scale, drain from 
all sources today is 102 per cent of 
growth while 20 years ago the ratio 
of consumption to growth was 4 to 
a 

He warned, however, that con- 
sumption and growth are not in bal- 
ance in the Northwest but he added 
that “there are good and sufficient 
reasons for this and the trend will 
be toward balance.” 

Describing progress toward full 
utilization of raw materials the ply- 
wood spokesman said that in his own 
industry, manufacturers have 
learned to use logs that were previ- 
ously thought unusable for plywood 
and the leftovers have been reduced 
by new manufacturing techniques. 
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The boat is 16 long, 8 beam, and 
has a draft of 2%’. It is powered 
with a 110 h.p. Chrysler marine en- 
gine, which is fitted with an electric 
starter and Morse controls. The 
heavy wooden hull is plated with 
¥4-in. steel plates, and there is a 
heavy piece of channel iron on the 
bow to catch logs. A screen over 
the propeller keeps debris away. 

The Ilwaco boom pond boat will 
move a raft 7 booms long, with up 
to 200 logs in it. It is stated that it 
will save the labor of about a half 
dozen pond men. 

In the Humboldt Plywood Corp. 
pond, logs are separated and graded 
in a slip at the end of the log dump. 
Then logs are sorted in six other 
slips. Peeler blocks are cut off the 
logs, and rejected peelers are picked 
up by a Link-Belt Speeder, powered 
with a Waukesha diesel engine, and 
owned by Rehrig Bros. Logging Co., 
Eureka, and loaded on trucks to be 
taken to a sawmill for manufacture 
into dimension lumber. 

Another improvement made at 
Humboldt Plywood Corp. is the in- 
stallation of a General Electric radio 
telephone communications system, 
with 50 watt transmitter at the base 
station. The main purpose of the sys- 
tem is to communicate between the 
head office at Arcata and the com- 
pany’s sawmill at Maple Creek, some 
25 miles air line away. There is one 
mobile unit in the car of John W. 
“Jack” Lewis, manager of the saw- 
mill at Maple Creek. 


He pointed out that in the last two 
years 100 chippers have been in- 
stalled in the industry for converting 
leftovers into forms usable for pulp 
or hardboard manufacture. 

Schrader said it was his personal 
opinion that young, vigorous second 
growth stands will be “badly needed” 
in years to come and he indicated 
that cutting of such logs by small 
operators might represent a “long- 
term economic loss.” 

He pointed out that Oregon has 
little second growth compared to 
Washington and that as old growth 
timber disappears, Washington may 
again become the center of raw ma- 
terial for the forest products indus- 
tries with its vast stands of healthy, 
fast-growing younger trees.

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AERIAL SPRAYING PROGRAM 
FOR 1952 OUTLINED 


Plans for aerial spraying 565,009 
acres of Oregon-Washington timber- 
lands next spring for spruce bud- 
worm were tentatively approved at 
mid-November meeting of Spruce 
Budworm Action Committee meet- 
ing in Portland, Ore. The group un- 
der chairmanship of Ernie L. Kolbe, 
chief forester of Western Pine Assn., 
reported the 1951 program resulted 
in 98.9% average budworm kill on 
over 900,000 acres sprayed. 

This tentative 1952 aerial spray 
program includes the following: 
In Oregon—Willamette unit, 73,000 
acres 
Mt. Hood and Warm 
Springs units, 77,000 
acres 
Minam unit 
acres 
Elgin unit 
acres 
In Washington— 
Touchet and Anatone 
units, 130,000 acres. 
This suggested treating program, 
presented by R. L. Furniss of Bureau 
of Entomology & Plant Quarantine, 
resulted from 1951 aerial survey of

49 million acres of timberlands in the 
two states. 

Success of the $2% million aerial 
DDT spray program carried on for 
the past three years in Pacific North- 
west prompted the marked reduction 
proposed for coming year. 

During 1949-50-51 over 2 million 
acres have been sprayed under the 
program established by this group. 
Over-all extent of the outbreak has 
been reduced from a peak of 2,276,- 
000 acres in 1949 to 1,651,000 acres 
in 1951. The area of heavy infesta- 
tion has been reduced from 887,000 
in 1949 to 82,000 acres, the killing of 
timber confined to less than 10,000 
acres. 

Committee members feel the bud- 
worm control problem in this part 
of the country now is to protect the 
gains that have been made and to 
somewhat extend control. 

At the November meeting a team 
from the committee was appointed 
to work out alspecific control pro- 
gram based on the recommendations 
presented. The committee expects 
to have the control program drawn 
up by December.

with two Hyster lift trucks and three 
Ross carriers. 

To facilitate sticking the lumber 
courses in six foot packages, the 
company has a short inclined chain 
conveyor to which the solidly 
stacked green lumber is transferred. 
Stacking from the conveyor is to kiln 
trucks carried by track placed on a 
Rotary Life that is dropped toward 
ground level as the courses rise. 
Green lumber is brought from in- 
coming motor trucks by carriers. 

The hydraulic lift and conveyor 
are each operated by separate elec- 
tric motor with push button control. 
The installation cost $3200 exclusive 
of the stacker house. A six man 
crew sticks 50M to 60M feet of nor- 
mal length in a day. A seven man 
crew sticks the same amount of lum- 
ber in 14-foot and 16-foot lengths. 

Earl P. Carter is president of Wil- 
liams & Voris Lumber Co. Lyle Mot- 
low, who has been with the com- 
pany for 38 years, is vice-president 
in charge of sales. Department 
superintendents include: Kelly Mc- 
Cullough, flooring plant; C. E. Cates, 
hardwood sawmill; John Shetters, 
cedar sawmill; George Helmick, 
lumber yard; Howard May, dry 
kilns; and, Malvine Hudgens, main- 
tenance. There are approximately 
275 employes. 

The company is working in con- 
junction with the industry to effect- 
uate a joint forestry program of the 
Red Cedar Manufacturers Ass’n, in 
conjunction with TVA and state for- 
est services. Mr. Carter is a forestry 
committee member. The company ‘is 
setting out cedar seedlings on its 
hillside limestone lands in Frank- 
lin, Bledsoe and Grundy counties 
(Tenn.) and Jackson county (Ala.). 
The program is being carried out not 
only to put idle land to work and 
bring revenue to farmers and other 
owners, but also to demonstrate that 
the lumber industry is sincerely in- 
terested in conserving our timber re- 
sources. 


Blagen Mill Adds 
Chipping Plant 


A chipping plant has been placed 
in operation at the Blagen Mill in 
Hoquiam, Wash. The chipping of 
hemlock sawmill waste is accom- 
plished with a Sumner machine. Ad- 
ditionally, a Link-Belt double deck 
6x14 chip screen has been installed 
to pre-sort the chips to size before 
transportation to the pulp mill cus- 
tomer.

duction machine of this unit, receives 
stock from two sources by an auto- 
matic system developed by General 
Electric Co. Lumber arrives at one 
side of the hoist via a P&H monorail 
which places the stock units on lift 
skids. From here the lumber pack- 
age moves onto evening rolls, then 
the Moore tilt hoist tips the load 
ready for breaking down the package 
onto feed chains, which process is 
controlled by a foot-operated jog 
button. 

The feed chain is divided into two 
sections—five and three feet—the 
larger section receiving the last lay- 
ers of boards from each load as an- 
other package is picked up by the 
hoist. Consequently, boards continue 
to feed to the planer while reload- 
ing the hoist. 

Provision has been made for end- 
feeding lumber packages to this tilt 
hoist. The packages will be trans- 
ported to the pull-up chains (ahead 
of the hoist) by Ross carrier. 

When lumber comes in from the 
side, the infeeding and evening func- 
tions are carried on automatically 
as the hoist recedes to its base posi- 
tion. 

This hoist provides stock for a 
J-4-B feed table working in con- 
junction with a new 415-M Woods 
12-knife head matcher which sets 
alongside another planing unit, a 30” 
Woods 4-side matcher. Stock from 
both machines feeds onto a common 
transfer leading to an Irvington 
smooth-end gang trimmer. However, 
infeed end of the transfer is double 
decked to facilitate grading finished 
stock from each machine separately 

This Irvington trimmer handles 
finished lumber up to about 500 
L.f.p.m. by running boards just one 
deep. When combined output of the 
two planers exceeds this rate, the 
boards are run through the trimmer 
stacked two high. Combined capacity 
of these two planers is 600 Lf.p.m. 

Changes in this organization-wide 
program were not by any means 
confined to the physical plant facili- 
ties, but extend through the whole 
of the company activities. At the 
local yards, particularly the Boise 
yard, emphasis has been placed on 
promoting the marketing of low 
grade materials and trims—selling to 
farmers, remanufacturing and proc- 
essing plants; sawdust sold for use 
as soil humus and stock bedding; 
wood sold for fuel. 

A program has been carried on to 
amiliarize employes with the com- 
pany objectives and prospects for the 


future. Furthermore, considerable 
effort and cost have gone into facili- 
ties for convenience of employes, in- 
cluding three bright new washrooms 
and installing modern lighting facili- 
ties in working areas. Future plans 
provide for painting throughout the 
plant with a view toward following 
a scientific color engineering plan 
developed by Devoe-Raynolds Co. 
Yet to be concluded is the comple- 
tion of a research and engineering 
department anticipating future im- 
provement in plant facilities and 
products, development of new prod- 
ucts, and furthering utilization. 


Forest Lands Management Plan 


A forest lands management plan, 
one of the prime factors of such a 
comprehensive forward-looking op- 
erational program, has been devel- 
oped to complement other changes 
in the organization. In May 1950, 
150,000 acres of company timber 
lands were certified as Western Pine 
tree farm. 

As now established, the modern 
B-P forest management program 
calls for full productivity of lands 
from the long-term point of view. 
This includes harvesting by tree-se- 
lection system, utilizing as much of 
each tree as possible, full coopera- 
tion of loggers both from utilization 
of the harvested timber and protec- 
tion of remaining stand, pruning of 
reproductive stands on a modest 
scale (based on Northern Rocky 
Mountain Experiment Station stan- 
dards), utilizing dead trees and snags 
to fullest possible extent, doing some 
fencing and otherwise improving 
grazing conditions to enhance value 
to users on a long-range program. 

Five full-time foresters now on 
the staff, in addition to managing 
the company forest lands, advise 
and interest land holders in growing 
trees. 

Members of the executive commit- 
tee, the group instituting the pro- 
gram, are Norton Clapp, president; 
G. F. Jewett, Carleton Blunt, and 
John Musser. C. W. Gamble, execu- 
tive vice president, has directed the 
policy changes. 

John Aram, vice president in 
charge of all manufacturing and for- 
est activities, is the man directly 
charged witI\ responsibility of estab- 
lishing the executive committee’s 
program on a productive basis. For- 
merly with Potlatch Forest, Inc., he 
affiliated with B-P a couple years ago 
when it was decided to convert to 
the permanent management plan. 

Key operating personnel directly 
concerned in successfully carrying 
out the program includes Ed Aitchi- 
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son, comptroller and assistant secre- 
tary-treasurer; D. A. Westenhaver, 
sales manager and coordinator of 
lumber purchase program; Vern 
Gurnsey and George Hijort, forest 
policy personnel; R. S. Burchell, su- 
perintendent of the Emmett plant; 
Irving Lystad, superintendent of 
Council plant and safety and per- 
sonnel director of B-P manufactur- 
ing; Clarence Walker, production 
and maintenance superintendent at 
Emmett; R. W. Goss, chief engineer; 
Charles Ostrom, planing mill super- 
intendent. 


According to Mr. Aram, whole 
hearted cooperation has been re- 
ceived from officers of the labor un- 
ions at Emmett and Council. 


Also contributing to the effective- 
ness of the program are the logging 
contractors harvesting Boise-Pay- 
ette timber—MacGregor Logging Co.,

where it can be readily lifted by the 
Ross unit. While the stack waits for 
the Ross, another is started. This set- 
up handles from 50M to 60M feet of 
lumber in an 8-hour day. 

Formerly it required a dozen men 
to perform the stacking task. 

After being stacked, the green 
lumber goes to either of two Moore 
cross circulation units that can han- 
dle 220M feet each week. After dry- 
ing the lumber may go to a ripping 
operation where 10 men are used, 
ripping being performed by a 
straight line Mattison unit; or it may 
go to the flooring plant. 

The flooring is a tight operation. 
Dry lumber is brought in ona dolly by 
a farm type tractor. It is fed through 
a Yates-American A-20 matcher and 
profiler and emerges onto a chang- 
ing direction conveyor table. This 
table is short, and here the grader 
stands. The grader throws out wild, 
unsuitable pieces and sends accept- 
able material back toward the start- 
ing point on a roller bed parallel to 
the planing machine. At the far end 
of the roller bed is a DeWalt swing- 
ing saw used by an operator to cut 
out defects and bad knots. The ma- 
terial moves at right angles from 
here onto a table where sorting into 
lengths is done by two men 

Sorted into lengths to make a suit- 
ably sized flooring bundle, the pieces 
are pulled from the table to a roller 
bed by one man, and thence to the 
operator of a Signode strapping ma- 
chine. The bundle, now moving in 
the same direction as the original 
pieces, drops off onto a 60 foot long 
conveyor table from which it is 
pulled by one man into length bins 
along both sides. The railroad spur 
track for loading out is at the far 
end of this conveyor table, with a 
movable section provided for easy 
shipping. The entire flooring opera- 
tion requires eight men plus the 
tractor driver 

The Yates-American planing ma- 
chine is driven by a 60 h.p. Century 
squirrel cage induction polyphase 
motor. Rejected material pulled from 
behind the planing machine is sold 
to local trade.

cording to Harold Mann, logging 
manager for Eagle Lake Sawmills, 
Giscome, B.C. 


In a letter to The LUMBERMAN

Representatives of the Pettibone Mul- 
liken Corp., Chicago, were much in 
evidence in the northwest in November 
demonstrating new pieces of machinery 
in their line that have application in 
the logging-sawmill industry.

Truck Platform Scale 


Among many operating headaches 
that loggers have, the one of carrying 
full legal loads without tickets is im- 
portant. The Aldropp truck platform 
scale, shown herewith, is being used by 
many logging outfits with very satis- 
factory results. 

The scale is guaranteed to weigh 
loads to within 500# per unit but it is 
said many operators are hitting it closer. 
They now have master gauges that read 
the actual weight on the truck ox trailer. 
Also they have four tests on this which 
double checks. Operators have found 
that they boost their average truck 
loads because they were carrying light 
loads for fear of getting tickets. A re- 
cent improvement is a remote control 
for winter operation making easy read- 
ing because the master panel can be set 
as far as 15 feet away from the scale. 
The legal load limits in Oregon are 
32,000# each on truck and trailer with 
a 2,000# tolerance. 

The scales are designed and manu- 
factured by the Aldropp Scale Company 
of Langlois, Oregon. Art Aldrop;, the 
owner, has maintained a machine shop 
for many years to serve loggers.
